White House Staff 


Remarks of Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
Announcing Changes in the President’s 
Staff. February 5, 1973 


Mr. Zrecter. We have a number of announcements this 
morning concerning members of the White House and 
Domestic Council staff. Two members of the staff will 
be leaving. 

Edwin Harper, Special Assistant to the President and 
Assistant Director of the Domestic Council staff, has ex- 
pressed his desire to return to private life. The President 
accepted his decision with very special regret and com- 
mends Ed’s able assistance in the area of research, plan- 
ning, and coordination of domestic policy. Ed Harper, 
as all of you know, was instrumental in the development 
of the Administration’ s revenue sharing program. 

We are also announcing, and I mentioned before, that 
Alex Larzelere was leaving. Commander Larzelere is the 
Coast Guard Aide to the President and he is being reas- 
signed as part of the reorganization and streamlining of 
the White House Staff. 

The President is reducing the number of military aides 
who are assigned to him and the position of Coast Guard 
Aide to the President is being discontinued. 

As Commander Larzelere departs for reassignment, the 
President expressed his deep gratitude for the excellent 
work and service that Alex has provided here at the White 
House and regrets his departure. I mentioned that Alex 
Larzelere and his family would be seeing the President 
this afternoon so he can express those feelings personally 
to Alex. 

Then also, we have some announcements about mem- 
bers of the White House Staff who are assuming new 
titles. Four individuals will be assuming the duties previ- 
ously held by other members of the White House Staff. 

David N. Parker has been a Staff Assistant and he is 
being named a Special Assistant to the President. Dave 
will be handling schedule planning responsibilities which 
were formally held by Dwight Chapin and will have addi- 
tional responsibilities as staff liaison to the Cabinet. 


We announced the other day that Dwight Chapin is 
leaving the Administration to assume a post with United 
Airlines. 

Bruce A. Kehrli has served as Staff Assistant and also 
is being named Special Assistant to the President. Bruce 
Kehrli will continue to have the administrative responsi- 
bilities that he has held, those being responsibilities of staff 
secretary, along with some additional duties in the admin- 
istration of the White House Office. 

Lawrence M. Higby, who has been a Staff Assistant 
and has worked for Bob Haldeman, as you know, is being 
named as a Deputy Assistant to the President. In this 
position he will continue to work for Bob Haldeman, serv- 
ing as Bob Haldeman’s Deputy. 

Stephen B. Bull has been a Staff Assistant for the last 
4 years and is being appointed a Special Assistant to the 
President. Steve will continue his work as personal as- 
sistant to the President and will assume additional 
responsibilities in the area of day-to-day scheduling for 
the President. 

Stanley S. Scott, who is well known to most of you, 
has been Assistant to the Director of Communications 
Herb Klein over the last year and a half, and Stan is 
being named Special Assistant to the President. Stan will 
be replacing Bob Brown as liaison between the Adminis- 
tration and the minority communities. He will also be 
involved with the Domestic Council and Cabinet mem- 
bers to discuss views of the minority community based 
upon his contacts that he will continue to have. 

Jerry Jones has been a Staff Assistant under Fred 
Malek in the White House personnel operation, and he, 
too, is being appointed Special Assistant to the President. 
Jerry Jones will succeed Fred Malek, who has become 
Deputy Director of the Office of Management and 
Budget, and Jerry Jones will be responsible for the White 
House personnel operation. 

We also have some announcements this morning with 
regard to the White House Staff and specifically the Writ- 
ing and Research Staff of the President. The name of the 
staff office is being changed to Editorial Department. 

Q. What was the name? 

Mr. Zrecier. The name before was Writing and Re- 
search Department. 

Ray Price who has headed the staff for the past 2 years 
is leaving that position to become Special Consultant to 
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the President. What this means is that Ray will not be 
devoting as much of his time to the administrative func- 
tions of the writing staff or the editorial staff as previously 
and will have more time to devote to the broader range 
of thinking that the President has asked him to do, freeing 
up Ray from the administrative functions. He will, of 
course, continue to do some writing for the President from 
time to time, but this will give him more time to spend 
with the President and to look at the broader areas. 

Ray will be succeeded as Director of the Editorial De- 
partment by David Gergen, who has been his assistant 
for the past 2 years. David Gergen is being named Spe- 
cial Assistant to the President. 

In addition, Lee Huebner, who has served as one of 
the President’s principal writers for the past 4 years is 
also being named Special Assistant to the President. He 
will continue to be one of the President’s key writers and 
will serve as an Associate Director of the Department. 

We are also announcing today that Pat Buchanan, like 
Ray Price, is being named Special Consultant to the Pres- 
ident. His duties will be similar to Ray’s and he will also 
continue to oversee the preparation of the President’s news 
summary. Pat Buchanan has been serving as Special As- 
sistant to the President, but today is being named, like 
Ray Price, as Special Consultant to the President. 

And finally today, the President is announcing the 
appointment of Richard Howard as Special Assistant to 
the President. He has been a Staff Assistant in Chuck 
Colson’s office and will now be working with Bill Baroody, 
also a Special Assistant to the President. They will be 
assuming the responsibilities for liaison with special 
interest groups that had been held by Chuck Colson. 
NOTE: Mr. Ziegler made the announcement at his news conference 


at the White House on Monday, February 5, 1973. It was not issued 
in the form of a White House press release.

The President’s Memorandum to Heads of Departments 
and Agencies on the 11th Annual Report on Federal 
Executive Boards. February 5, 1973 


The 11th Annual Report on Federal Executive Boards 
reflects a solid record of accomplishment. Clearly, these 
boards offer a useful means of focusing the energies and 
talents of senior Federal executives across the Nation on 
areas of special concern. 

As we move toward a renewal of State and local gov- 
ernment, the responsibility of Federal officials in the field 
will increase. It is incumbent upon us to ensure that these 
Boards are equipped to respond quickly to Federal initia- 
tives and that they enjoy a high degree of cooperation 
across the traditional lines of Federal authority. 


I would like you to call to the attention of all senior 
officials in the field the attached report on FEB activity 
and inform them of my strong personal endorsement of 
the FEB concept. I hope you will also express my appre- 
ciation to all of those whose efforts made fiscal year 1972 
a successful one for Federal Executive Boards.

American Heart Month, 1973 


Proclamation 4186. February 5, 1973 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 


Diseases of the heart and blood vessels impose an in- 
tolerable burden on the American people. They afflict one- 
eighth of our population—more than 27 million citizens. 
With every 30 seconds that pass, cardiovascular diseases 
claim another American life. The toll for 1973 will be 
staggering: more than one million lives, more than 200 
million man-years lost from work and some $30 billion in 
lost income and the cost of medical care. 

In 1948, the National Heart Act launched a nationwide 
effort to help alleviate this burden. This landmark bill 
created the Federal Government’s National Heart Insti- 
tute, bringing the public sector into a close alliance with 
the private sector, as exemplified by the American Heart 
Association, a national voluntary health agency. 

In the nearly twenty-five years that have followed, sci- 
ence and medicine have made dramatic advances against 
this dread enemy. As cardiovascular medicine and sur- 
gery have undergone sweeping changes, new hope has 
been given to thousands of heart patients. Still heart and 
blood vessel diseases remain our Nation’s deadliest health 
threat, and our cardiovascular disease rate is the second 
highest in the world. 

June of this year will mark the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the National Heart Act. On September 19, 1972, I 
signed into law a greatly expanded version of this au- 
thorization—the National Heart, Blood Vessel, Lung, 
and Blood Act of 1972—calling for significant increases 
in cardiovascular research and prevention programs. This 
legislation marks yet another milestone in our continued 
fight against preventable heart attack and stroke, 

To encourage a continuing effective attack on cardio- 
vascular diseases, the Congress, by a joint resolution ap- 
proved December 30, 1963 (77 Stat. 843), requested the 
President to issue annually a proclamation designating 
February as American Heart Month. 
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Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHarp Nixon, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby proclaim the month 
of February, 1973, as American Heart Month. I invite the 
Governors of the States, the Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico, and officials of other areas subject to the jurisdiction 
of the United States to issue similar proclamations. 

I urge the people of the United States to consider fully 
the nationwide problem of cardiovascular diseases, and 
to support programs essential to bring about its solution. 

In Wrrness Wuereor, I have hereunto set my hand 
this fifth day of February, in the year of our Lord nine- 
teen hundred seventy-three, and of the Independence of 
the United States of America the one hundred ninety- 
seventh.

Atomic Energy Commission 


Remarks of Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
Announcing the President’s Designation of Dixy 
Lee Ray as Chairman. February 6, 1973 


The President today is announcing the designation of 
Dr. Dixy Lee Ray to serve as Chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. Dr. Ray has been a member of the 
AEC since last August and is currently serving a term 
which expires on June 30, 1977. 

As Chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission, Dr. 
Ray succeeds James R. Schlesinger, who is now Director 
of Central Intelligence. 

In naming Dr. Ray as Chairman of the AEC, the 
President stressed the commitment of his Administration 
to resolving the Nation’s energy problem and to ensuring 
that the vital consideration of clean nuclear energy 
receives priority attention. 

The President also commends the Commission for its 
attempts to reach a balance between environmental values 
and the national requirements for energy, and he also 
indicates his confidence that the efforts to achieve this 
optimum balance will continue under Dr. Ray through 
vigorous research and development activities. 

I should also point out that Dr. Ray will be the first 
woman Chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
just as she was the first woman named to a full 5-year 
term on the Commission.

Department of the Interior 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate Jack O. 
Horton To Be Assistant Secretary for Land and 
Water Resources. February 6, 1973 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Jack O. Horton, of Saddlestring, Wyo., to be As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior for Land and Water 
Resources. He will succeed Harrison Loesch, who served 
as Assistant Secretary of the Interior from April 1969 to 
January 1973. 

Mr. Horton has served since March 1972 as Co-Chair- 
man of the Joint Federal-State Land Planning Commis- 
sion for Alaska. 

From 1969 to 1972 he held several positions in the 
Department of the Interior, including Deputy Under Sec- 
retary from June 1971 to March 1972. He was also a 
consultant in the Office of the Under Secretary from April 
1969 to June 1970, Assistant to the Secretary for Inter- 
national Affairs from June 1970 to March 1971, and Dep- 
uty Assistant Secretary for Programs from March to 
June 1971. 

Mr. Horton was born on January 28, 1938, in Sheri- 
dan, Wyo. He received his A.B. degree in geology from 
Princeton University in 1960 and received his M.A. de- 
gree in politics and economics from Oxford University 
after studying there during 1960-1961 and 1965-1966 as 
a Rhodes Scholar. From 1961 to 1965 he served as an 
officer in the U.S. Navy. While at Princeton he was All- 
American in lacrosse in his junior and senior years, and 
at Oxford he was a member of the All South of England 
Lacrosse Team. 

Following his graduation from Oxford, Mr. Horton 
was engaged in ranch work in Saddlestring, Wyo., and 
served as executive director of the Wyoming Republican 
Party. 

Mr. Horton is married to the former Grace Espy Ford 
of Savannah, Ga. They reside in Washington, D.C. 


Department of the Interior 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate John Kyl 
To Be Assistant Secretary for Congressional and 
Public Affairs. February 6, 1973 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate John Kyl of Bloomfield, Iowa, to be Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Interior for Congressional and Public Affairs. 
He will succeed James R. Smith, who has been an As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior since March 21, 1969. 

Mr. Kyl served as a Congressman from Iowa’s Fourth 
Congressional District from December 1959 to January 
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1965 and from January 1967 to January 1973. He was 
first elected to Congress in 1959 to fill a vacancy and was 
re-elected to the 87th and 88th Congresses. He returned 
to the House of Representatives in 1967 and was re-elected 
to the 91st and 92nd Congresses. 

During his service in the 92nd Congress, Mr. Kyl was 
a member of the House Committees on Agriculture, and 
on Interior and Insular Affairs. He was ranking minority 
member of the subcommittee on public lands of the Com- 
mittee on Interior and Insular Affairs. 

Mr. Kyl was born on May 9, 1919, in Wisner, Nebr. 
He received his A.B. degree from Nebraska State Teach- 
ers College at Wayne, Nebr., in 1940, and his M.A degree 
in school administration from the University of Nebraska 
in 1947. From 1940 to 1949, he was a teacher and school 
administrator at high schools in Nebraska and also taught 
at Nebraska State Teachers College. 

From 1949 to 1953 he was Manager of the Wayne, 
Nebraska, Chamber of Commerce, and from 1953 until 
his election to Congress in 1959, he was a merchant in 
Bloomfield, Iowa. From 1957 to 1959, he was also a tele- 
vision newscaster, then Director of News and Special 
Events for station KTVO in Ottumwa, Iowa. 

Mr. Ky] is married to the former Arlene Griffith. They 
have three children. 


National Inventors’ Day 
Proclamation 4187. February 6, 1973 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 


In 1646, the Massachusetts General Court granted an 
immigrant ironworker named Joseph Jenks the first. pat- 
ent for machinery issued in what was then British North 
America—a 14 year monopoly on watermills for the 
“speedy dispatch of much worke with few hands.” That 
was the beginning of what has become a long and proud 
tradition in this country. 

The creators of our Republic, themselves the inven- 
tors of a new form of government, recognized the impor- 
tant role which inventors would play in achieving national 
progress and, accordingly, gave the Congress the Con- 
stitutional authority to grant inventors, for limited times, 
the exclusive rights to their discoveries. In 1790, Congress 
did that by establishing the United States Patent System 
and granting Samuel Hopkins the first patent. 

History is filled with evidence of the success of this sys- 
tem. The names of Whitney, McCormick, Morse, Bell, 
and Edison and the cotton gin, the reaper, the tele- 
graph and telephone, the light bulb, the airplane, 
transistor, television, are familiar examples of American 
inventiveness. 


Ours is a proud history of technological achievement, 
but, as I noted in my message to the Congress on Science 
and Technology last March, it is not enough to take pride 
in the achievements of the past. Great and complex chal- 
lenges at home and abroad demand further progress and 
new technology. Today, as in our past, the inventor must 
play a crucial role in determining whether we meet these 
challenges. 


In honor of the important role played by inventors in 
promoting progress in the useful arts and in recognition 
of the invaluable contribution of inventors to the welfare 
of our people, the Congress has by Public Law 92-457 
designated February 11, 1973 as National Inventors’ Day. 

It is particularly appropriate to have chosen Febru- 
ary 11 as the day on which to honor all inventors in this 
manner, since it is the birthday of one of our Nation’s 
most outstanding inventors, Thomas Alva Edison, to 
whom more than 1,000 patents were issued for his various 
inventions. 

Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHarp Nixon, President of 
the United States of America, as authorized and requested 
by the Congress, call upon the people of the United 
States to join in celebrating National Inventors’ Day with 
appropriate ceremonies and activities honoring the im- 
portant role played by inventors in promoting progress 
in useful arts and in recognition of their invaluable con- 
tribution to our welfare.

Visit of King Hussein of Jordan 


Exchange of Toasts Between the President and the King 
at a Dinner Honoring His Majesty. February 6, 1973 


Tue Present. Your Majesties, and our very distin- 
guished guests: 


As we sit here at this table tonight, my thoughts go 
back, and Mrs. Nixon’s thoughts, Secretary Rogers’ 
thoughts, particularly go back to the year 1959 when His 
Majesty first came to this country as the King of Jordan 
and was received here by President Eisenhower. 

I was trying in my mind’s eye to think of that evening; 
the tables were somewhat like this. President Eisenhower 
was sitting in this place and His Majesty was sitting in 
this place. And as Vice President, I perhaps was sitting 
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a couple of places over, and Mrs. Nixon here, Secretary 
Herter further down the line. 

I recall particularly that evening President Eisenhower, 
in the private conversation before the dinner began, ex- 
pressed his great admiration to me of His Majesty and 
for the courage of this very young King. He was only 
24 then. He is still a young King. He is 37 now. But I 
also remember that some of the intelligence reports that 
we received, not from our own Government, but from 
other governments, indicated that he wouldn’t last long. 
[Laughter] There were too many troubles in Jordan. It 
was a country that had forces that would split it apart and 
here was the young King, whose grandfather had been 
assassinated, who had seen his country torn by strife, here 
in the United States in 1959 being toasted by President 
Eisenhower, the then leader of the free world, 14 years 
ago. 

He did last. President Eisenhower, President Kennedy, 
President Johnson have all passed on, and our distin- 
guished guest still lives. He is here as the head of a country 
that has had very difficult problems. It has had great 
threats from within and from without, but it has survived 
because of one man—the man we honor tonight, a man 
who has been honored at this table before at dinners that 
President Eisenhower gave, and President Johnson, and 
in my first term in 1969, right here at this table. 


And it is his courage, the fact that at times when it 
appeared that extremism was the way to popularity, he 
stood for moderation and responsibility. At times when it 
appeared that timidity was the best way to be safe, he 
stood for courage. He was the symbol that kept this small 
country, with its very brave people, alive, strong, inde- 
pendent, in the heart of the Mideast. 

And that is the reason why all of our guests, from all 
over the United States tonight, are very proud to be here 
in the company of Your Majesty and also of your Queen. 
We are very proud to welcome her for the first time to 
this house, and we claim a bit of her. 

While she has lived in all of the great capitals of the 
world or most of them—in Rome, because she came from 
a great diplomatic family, in London, in Ankara, of course 
in her own country, and she has visited most of the capi- 
tals of the world—she also has lived in New York and at 
least a part of her worldwide education was at Hunter Col- 
lege in New York City. So, whatever her virtues are, Your 
Majesty, we claim. [Laughter] And we know they are 
many. 

And we are honored that both of you were able to come 
to our country on this occasion. 

I would simply say in concluding the toast to His Maj- 
esty’s health, as is the custom on such occasions, that it 
was once written that as far as greatness is concerned, that 
some men are born to greatness, others achieve it, and 
others have it thrust upon them. Our very distinguished 
guest this evening was born to greatness, in a great royal 
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family. He had greatness thrust upon him at a very young 
age—17 years of age—he became King of his country 
and he bore that responsibility with dignity and great 
courage. 

But we honor him tonight because he achieved great- 
ness, achieved greatness in all the years he has ruled his 
country with such courage and stability and moderation, 
in a part of the world that could otherwise explode into 
violence and extremism. 

All of us tonight are dedicated to his hope and our hope 
of a real peace in the Mideast, a peace for which he has 
worked and for which we are working. And consequently, 
tonight, we honor him because he has sought that peace; 
he has stood for it against those elements that might not 
perhaps have supported it, and we honor him also for the 
courage that he has displayed throughout his life as the 
King of his country, a country that we are proud to be 
allied with in friendship and allied with also in the ideals 
that we support of peace and freedom and independence 
for all nations in the world. 

It is in that spirit that I ask you to rise and raise your 
glasses to His Majesty, the King of Jordan.

It is really a great pleasure and a tribute for me to be 
once again in the United States and in particular as your 
guest here. 


You have brought to my mind, with your kind words, 
many, many memories of the years that have passed, of 
the years through which I was privileged to serve among 
the people who have given me pride in serving them and 
to strive with them and, with their help and support, to 
uphold the ideals and principles that are ours and yours in 
every way and in every respect. 


As for the friendship that has always existed between 
our nations, to us in Jordan, who have seen it grow, have 
striven to see it grow, in every field and in every area, with 
pride, as we have indeed and have always been proud to 
belong to the same family of free people. 

If Jordan has survived, it was because the people of 
Jordan, as a whole, have inspired me, but more than that, 
shared with me my beliefs and my convictions and also 
shared with me the same hopes for a better future in that 
part of the world and in the world as a whole. It has always 
been a privilege for me to visit the United States. I have 
always been overwhelmed by the great kindness, the 
friendship, the interest, the sympathy of my friends in the 
United States throughout the years that have passed and 
for the support we owe a great debt in many times of diffi- 
culty and crisis. 

As for the present, sir, we have watched the tremendous 
efforts of you, your good self, Mr. President, not only at 
the helm of the greatest nation on earth, but your efforts 
for a better world, a world of understanding and friend- 
ship and cooperation. 
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In many ways we have shared with the people of the 
United States their pride in you. Your victories have been 
ours. As we have worked closely together in the past, we 
promise you what we have promised ourselves, that we 
will do our utmost in our part of the world to present 
the future generations with something that is worthwhile. 

We feel in our part of the world—I feel personally that 
my life in itself is probably spent, if it means anything to 
me at this stage, it means as much as I can give them or 
make in the way of a contribution for a better future for 
them, a future of peace with honor, a lasting peace that 
can enable them to live with it, to develop the potential 
that is there, to have a better life. 

This is your dream, sir, that you are turning into a real- 
ity, as far as the world is concerned. This is our dream in 
our part of the world. We will do our utmost and we are 
indeed proud to have the same objective, to share it, as we 
are proud of our friendship, and will always be. 

I can only pray that I live up to the expectations always 
of my people, plus of my friends, and no words can come 
easily to me by which I can express our very deep grati- 
tude, sir, for all your kindness to us, on behalf of my wife 
and all the members of the Jordanian group here tonight 
and to Mrs. Nixon, for your kind hospitality, for your 
kind words which come from your heart, sir, for the friend- 
ship of which we are so proud. 


We wish you continuous success, sir, and we pray for 
your continuous success in leading the people of the United 
States, this greatest of nations and in serving mankind the 
world over. 


Once again, sir, our deepest and sincerest gratitude, our 
pride in you, and our everlasting friendship. 
Ladies and gentlemen, I would like you to join me in 


raising your glasses to drink a toast to the President of the 
United States.

Visit to Senator John Stennis 


The President’s Informal Remarks to Reporters After 
Visiting Senator Stennis at Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center in Washington. February 7, 1973 


Reporter: How is the Senator this morning, sir? 

THE PrEsIvENT. Well, I just talked to the doctors and 
they say that he is considerably improved over what he 
was yesterday. As you know, the situation was considered 
to be quite grave yesterday morning and yesterday after- 
noon, and late last night, at midnight, I called Dr. Tkach, 
our doctor, and had him check with the doctors here and 
they said he had had a very good night, up to that time, 
and apparently it went on for the balance of the night. 


This morning at 8 o’clock I called again and found that 
he could take visitors. They have not encouraged visitors 
up to this time, so that is also a good sign. You can’t judge 
these things. The doctors say he has been a remarkably 
resilient patient, that he has, of ‘course, very enormous 
problems because of what happened to him, but he is in 
excellent shape. 

They make the point, for example, that his tissues are 
much younger than a man of 72 would normally have. 
Now, I judge it by another thing—his handshake. He has 
always had a grip of steel, and I reached out and I thought 
after what he had been through, that, you know, he would 
sort of be limp, but that handshake just came on as strong 
as it ever was. So as far as his spirit is concerned, it is 
excellent. That will help him some. He has excellent medi- 
cal care and he has made a remarkable comeback from 
where he was yesterday. 

It still, of course, is a very serious situation. But the doc- 
tors are much more hopeful today, and being—everybody 
is an amateur doctor to an extent—I think he is going to 
make it. And he is going to make it. 

Q. What did you say to him this morning, Mr. 
President? 

Tue Preswent. Well, I said to him that the whole 
country was praying for him, that he was one that had 
done so much to help his country, that now the country 
was trying to help him, and that he was really an indis- 
pensable man, in the Senate, with his strong leadership of 
the Armed Services Committee. 

I hold him how much I had depended upon him and 
that I was just waiting for him to get back so we could 
still have him there. I think one of the most important 
factors in a patient’s recovery—and I would say this to all 
the people in the hospitals here and around the country— 
is that the individual must know that he is needed. 

Of course, Senator Stennis knows that, but it is good to 
hear it, and I would urge that when people call on patients 
at hospitals, rather than sympathizing about all of their 
symptoms and the rest, to make it pretty apparent that 
they are missed and that they are needed, and that gives 
people that extra will to live. And that will to live is what 
you really need when you get close to that border point, as 
to whether you are going to make it or not. 

The Senator’s got that will to live in spades, and he has 
an awful lot of people pulling for him, not just in the 
Senate, not just in his own party, not just in his own State, 
but all over the country, because he is a national Senator. 
He represents the Nation, not one region. 

And another thing that is rather characteristic of him is, 
he is such a kind man. I would say I don’t know of any- 
body in the Senate, Republican or Democratic—many 
disagree with him because he is a strong national defense 
man, and those who want to weaken the national defense 
for this reason or that, disagree with him—but there is 
no one that dislikes John Stennis. They all love him 
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because he is such a fine man. That is why you want him 
to get back there. 

Thank you. 

Reporter: Thank you very much, Mr. President. 

Tue Present. Okay. Good luck to you. I told the 
doctors— incidentally, I congratulated them all—lI said 
I hope I don’t ever have to come out here to have them 
work on me. I don’t expect to, either. Thank you.

Oil Import Control Program 


Executive Order 11703. February 7, 1973 


ASSIGNING Po.ticy DEVELOPMENT AND DirEcTION FuNc- 
TIONS WitrH RESPECT TO THE O11 Import CONTROL 
PROGRAM 


By virtue of the authority vested in me by the Con- 
stitution and statutes of the United States, including sec- 
tion 301 of title 3 of the United States Code, and as Pres- 
ident of the United States, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

Section 1. The Oil Policy Committee, as reconstituted 
by this order, is hereby continued. 

Sec. 2. The Chairman of the Oil Policy Committee 
shall provide policy direction, coordination, and surveil- 
lance of the oil import control program established by 
Proclamation No. 3279 of March 10, 1959, as amended, 
including approval of regulations hereafter issued pur- 
suant to such proclamation. He shall perform those func- 
tions after receiving the advice of the Oil Policy 
Committee and in accordance with guidance from the 
Assistant to the President with responsibility in the area 
of economic affairs. 

Sec. 3. The Oil Policy Committee shall henceforth con- 
sist of the Deputy Secretary of the Treasury, as Chairman, 
and the Secretaries of State, Defense, the Interior, and 
Commerce, the Attorney General, and the Chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advisers, as members. The 
President may, from time to time, designate other officials 
to serve as members of the Committee. The Chairman 
may create subcommittees of the Committee to study and 
report to the Committee concerning specified subject 
matters. 

Sec. 4. The Oil Policy Committee shall consult with 
and advise the Chairman on oil import policy, including 
the operation of the control program under Proclamation 
No. 3279, as amended, and on recommendations for 
changes in the program by the issuance of new proclama- 
tions with respect to it, or otherwise. 

Sec. 5. Section 6 of Proclamation No. 3279 of 


March 10, 1959, as amended, is amended to read as 
follows: 

“Sec. 6. The Chairman of the Oil Policy Committee 
shall maintain a constant surveillance of imports of petro- 
leum and its primary derivatives in respect to the national 
security and, after consultation with the Oil Policy Com- 
mittee, he shall inform the President of any circum- 
stances which, in the Chairman’s opinion might indicate 
the need for further Presidential action under section 232 
of the Trade Expansion Act of 1962 (19 U.S.C. 1862), 
as amended. In the event prices of crude oil or its products 
or derivatives should be increased after the effective date 
of this proclamation, such surveillance shall include a 
determination as to whether such increase or increases 
are necessary to accomplish the national security objec- 
tives of section 232 of the Trade Expansion Act of 1962, 
as amended, and of this proclamation.” 

Sec. 6. So much of the personnel, property, records, 
and unexpended balances of appropriations, allocations, 
and other funds employed, used, held, available, or to be 
made available in connection with the functions trans- 
ferred by sections 2 and 5 of this order from the Director 
of the Office of Emergency Preparedness to the Deputy 
Secretary of the Treasury, as Chairman of the Oil Policy 
Committee, as the Director of the Office of Management 
and Budget shall determine, in conformity with section 
202(b) of the Budget and Accounting Act of 1950 (31 
U.S.C. 581c(b)), shall be transferred at such time or 
times as he shall direct for use in connection with the 
functions transferred.

Mr. Deason has been an Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioner since September 8, 1965. While serving on the 
ICC, he also has served as a U.S. Delegate to the Pan 
American Railway Congress in 1967 and as a member 
of the Council of the Administrative Conference of the 
United States. 

Prior to becoming a member of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, Mr. Deason was owner-manager of 
radio station KVET in Austin, Tex. He began his business 
career in broadcasting in 1946 as a salesman and as sales 
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manager for radio station KTBC in Austin and became 
manager of KVET in 1949. 

In 1952, Mr. Deason helped organize the Texas Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters and served the organization as 
secretary, vice president, president, and director during 
the following years. He also was a member of the State 
Industrial Advisory Committee to the Emergency Broad- 
casting System and served for 7 years on the Mutual 


Affiliates Advisory Committee, including 2 years as - 


chairman. 

In Austin, Mr. Deason was a director of the Chamber 
of Commerce, Kiwanis Club, and Better Business Bureau. 
He also was a three-time member of the Governor’s In- 
augural Committee. 

Mr. Deason was born on January 3, 1905, in Stock- 
dale, Tex. He received his B.S. degree from Southwest 
Texas State College in 1930 and his LL.B. degree from 
San Antonio School of Law in 1934. He was an attorney 
for the Federal Land Bank in Houston in 1934 and from 
1935 to 1937 he was administrative assistant to the Texas 
State Director of the National Youth Administration. He 
served as NYA Deputy State Administrator from 1937 
to 1942. 

He served on active duty as an officer in the U.S. Navy 
from 1942 to 1946 and attained the rank of commander.

Announcement of Intention To Nominate Alfred 
Towson MacFarland To Be a Commissioner. 
February 7, 1973 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Alfred Towson MacFarland, of Castalian Springs, 
Tenn., to be a Commissioner of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for a term expiring December 31, 1978. 

Mr. MacFarland has been a member of the ICC since 
his recess appointment on November 11, 1972. He was 
nominated for the position on March 23, 1972, but was 
not confirmed before the 92d Congress adjourned. 

Prior to becoming an Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner, Mr. MacFarland was a senior partner in the law 
firm of MacFarland, Reed and Kinnard in Lebanon, 
Tenn., from 1958 to 1972. He has practiced law in Leb- 


anon since 1942. 


Mr. MacFarland served as a Tennessee State repre- 
sentative from 1945 to 1947 and was a member of the 
committees on agriculture and judiciary. He was a pro- 
fessor of law at Cumberland University, Lebanon, Tenn., 
during 1947-48. Mr. MacFarland was a Tennessee State 


senator from 1951 to 1953, serving as chairman of the 
committee on finance ways and means and the select com- 
mittee on election contests, as well as serving as a member 
of several other committees. 

He was general counsel of the Tennessee Public Service 
Commission from 1951 to 1955 and was commissioner 
of revenue for the State of Tennessee from 1959 to 1961. 
During his tenure as commissioner of revenue he also 
served as a member of the Governor’s Cabinet, the State 
Oil and Gas Board, and the State Board of Claims, as 
well as serving as chairman of the State Board of 
Equalization. 

Mr. MacFarland was born on April 23, 1917, in Leb- 
anon, Tenn. He received his B.A. degree from the Uni- 
versity of Alabama in 1940 and holds a J.D. degree from 
Samford University, Birmingham, Ala. Mr. MacFarland 
is a member of the Lebanon-Wilson County, Tennessee, 
and American Bar Associations and has been admitted 
to practice before the U.S. Supreme Court. 

He is married to the former Julia Tyree Bate. They 
have three children. 


Foreign Assistance Program 


The President’s Letter to the President of the Senate 
and to the Speaker of the House Proposing Enactment 
of Legislation for Fiscal Year 1973. February 7, 1973 


Dear Mr. Speaker: (Dear Mr. President: ) 


I am forwarding herewith a draft of proposed legisla- 
tion “To amend the Foreign Assistance Act of 1961, and 
for other purposes.” This legislation would authorize 
appropriations for fiscal year 1973 for international 
security assistance and for relief assistance in Bangladesh, 
make appropriations available for disaster relief in the 
Philippines, and make our military assistance more effec- 
tive. These proposals are the same as those I presented to 
the Congress last year. 


Foreign assistance plays an indispensable role in the 
achievement of our foreign policy and national security 
goals. Because the last Congress did not take final action 
on the legislative proposals before it or on foreign assist- 
ance appropriations, these programs have been operating 
for almost seven months under a continuing resolution 
providing temporary appropriations. The delay in enact- 
ment of authorization and appropriation bills has created 
uncertainties among our friends and allies as to our resolu- 
tion and willingness to provide essential economic and 
security assistance. Yet this is precisely the time when 
confidence is most needed in our commitment to continu- 
ing our efforts to build a lasting structure of peace. 
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In the conviction that the timely and full support of 
these programs on the part of the Congress is in our own 
national interest, I urge the Congress to give early and 
favorable consideration to the legislation I am trans- 
mitting today.

THE Preswent. I want to say to Dr. Dunlop, who has 
done so many very fine jobs for the Government in many 
capacities, that we appreciate his taking this very heavy 
assignment and very important assignment. 

I noted that since he is now the official head of Phase III 
at the Cost of Living Council that there has been some 
concern expressed as to how much he is going to be backed 
and whether or not Phase III has teeth in it. 

I want to say to you, Dr. Dunlop, that there is a stick in 
that closet and it is a very big stick, and I will never hesi- 
tate to use it in the fight against higher prices or higher 
taxes, so you let me know when you need a stick. I hope 
that you can do it with persuasion, but we are ready to 
use the stick, too.

My view is that with sound fiscal restraint, 
hard work on food prices, and the kind of cooperation 
from labor and management that we are getting, that 
we can have a really effective constraint on inflation in the 
year ahead, and I think we all are going to cooperate 
whether we like it or not. 

Tue Preswent. I think one of the most encouraging 
things about your appointment is that it has such unani- 
mous support from the business community and the labor 
community; and the responsibility of the major business 
concerns in this country during Phase II, and of the major 
labor organizations during Phase II, made it work. That 
same responsibility under your leadership, I think, will 
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make this work. And when I speak of that stick, I am only 
referring to those few who may get out of line, and when 
they do, you let me know. 

Dr. Duntop. I certainly will.

Tue Presment. Mrs. Longworth was unable to come 
to the Inauguration. 

Mrs. Rooseve t. I couldn’t come. I had the flu. 

Tue Preswent. She had this flu. 

Reporter. I hope you won’t get cold now. 

Mrs. Rooseve tT. Well, I am dressed up warm. 

Tue Present. Then she was also to be the lunch- 
eon that the Cromers gave and she couldn’t make that, so 
we called her up and said we would come by. 

But I will tell you what. She is going to come to the 
dinner for Golda Meir. That is March Ist. 

Q. Have you got any good advice on being 89? 

Mrs. Rooseve tt. None. 


Tue Presment. I was really worried about her because 
she said it is the first Inauguration she can remember 
missing, and I guess she has seen them all, going back to 
1900. She said she just couldn’t make it. But, of course, I 
said, “At least you have had the benefit of television.” 

Incidentally, if things develop the way we think they 
will, we will probably go to California tomorrow. I had 
a meeting with Wilbur Mills today and I am going to see 
Russell Long tomorrow. There isn’t much more you can do 
with the Congress because of the Lincoln Day recess. 

I am going to see the Vice President when he returns 
from his trip. I think we are going to set it for Monday 
morning. I think Ron may have already told you that. 

Q. We want to hear about that. 

Tue Preswent. I think it is at 10 o'clock Monday 
morning. That gives him time to get in a night’s sleep. 

Q. He won’t see any of the POWs? 
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THE PreswENT. No, no. We have no plans, as I told 
you earlier, I have no plans, he has no plans on that. He 
will return directly from Manila, stopping in Hawaii over- 
night, and coming to San Clemente Monday morning, and 
we will have a talk there. 

It is also my plan at this time, unless something develops 
during the week that requires me to come back here, to 
see Dr. Kissinger there and have him ride back from 
California on Monday. 

Q. A week from Monday? 

THE Present. Assuming he gets back around—we 
don’t know what day, probably the 19th, roughly speak- 
ing. But I might have to come back before Monday, so 
I don’t want you to pack your bags for a week since we 
might come in the middle of the week. 

Q. Do your meetings with Mr. Mills and Senator Long 
indicate that you are planning some new economic moves, 
perhaps with relation to the problems with the dollar? 

THE Preswent. No, it is not related to any of the im- 
mediate international problems, the meetings with the 
Congressman and the Senator. What these meetings have 
to do with is our long-range legislative plans in the mat- 
ters over which their committees have jurisdiction—tax 
reform, welfare reform in the case of Senator Long, and 
trade legislation. These are the three items that we have 
talked about. And it is part of the extensive Congressional 
bipartisan consultation that we are having. 

Q. Did you bring them in line? 

THE Present. No, No. We didn’t try to. We were 
eliciting and soliciting their views, and they were interested 
in ours. And also energy. Those are the subjects that the 
Senate Finance Committee and the Ways and Means 
Committee are on. We will obviously have consultations 
with their Republican opposite members as well and there 
will be bipartisan meetings also on the subject of trade 
legislation and energy, since those are, we think, as Chair- 
man Mills agreed today, those are typically what we would 
call bipartisan subjects—trade and energy—where we 
think we can elicit a lot of bipartisan cooperation. 

There are some other areas which are inevitably going 
to be partisan. We don’t discuss those.

Uniform Relocation Assistance and 


Real Property Acquisition Policies 
Act of 1970 


The President’s Message to the Congress Transmitting 
the Second Annual Report of Activities Under the 
Act. February 8, 1973 


To the Congress of the United States: 


I am transmitting today the second annual report of 
each executive department and agency on their activities 
during fiscal year 1972 under the Uniform Relocation 
Assistance and Real Property Acquisition Policies Act of 
1970. 

The reports describe the efforts within the Federal 
Goverm  t to provide for the uniform and equitable 
treatment ‘ persons displaced from their homes, busi- 
nesses, or farm operations by Federal and federally assisted 
programs and to establish fair and uniform policies for 
real property acquisition under these programs. 

The reports give positive evidence that the objectives 
of the Uniform Relocation Assistance and Real Property 
Acquisition Policies Act are being achieved. While the 
limited experience under the Act has not permitted a 
comprehensive survey of its effect on the general public, 
the principal reporting agencies agree that most of the 
people displaced by federally related activities were 
pleased with both their new relocation sites and their 
benefits. The agencies attributed this favorable reaction 
to the increase in relocation benefits provided under the 
Act. Relocation payments during FY 1972 totaled more 
than $109 million for both Federal and federally assisted 
programs and were paid to over 50,000 claimants. 

Early in 1972 I was concerned that legislation imple- 
menting the Act had not yet been passed by the States, 
and that the Act was not being carried out as effectively 
as it should be. A number of actions were taken to 
improve this situation : 

—On February 2, 1972, the Vice President wrote to 
each Governor and to the majority and minority leader- 
ship in each State’s legislature to encourage the enactment 
of comprehensive implementing legislation. 


—The Office of Management and Budget, in coopera- 
tion with the Council of State Governments and the 
National Governors’ Conference, solicited the assistance 
of Federal agencies and State officials. Partly as a result, 
most States had apparent statutory authority to comply 
with the Act’s provisions by July 1, 1972. 
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—The Office of Management and Budget also issued a 
new and more comprehensive set of guidelines for 
agencies’ regulations on May 1, 1972. 

—In addition, the Relocation Assistance Implementa- 
tion Committee, formed pursuant to my memorandum of 
January 4, 1971, has undertaken a number of projects to 
increase uniformity and effectiveness in carrying out the 
law. For example, a pilot test is being conducted to de- 
velop standard application forms so that all displacees, 
regardless of the program that displaces them, may be able 
to follow uniform instructions when seeking benefits under 
the Act. 

—As a further step toward uniform and equitable 
treatment of individuals affected by Federal and federally 
assisted acquisition programs, the Office of Management 
and Budget has encouraged all concerned Federal 
agencies to conduct early audit programs to check prog- 
ress. I understand that the General Accounting Office has 
also been engaged in a review of the implementation of 
the law. I appreciate this effort and I am confident that 
Federal agencies will continue to cooperate in making 
improvements in these programs.

Disaster Assistance for California 


Announcement of Disaster Declaration and 
Authorization of Federal Assistance Following 
Severe Storms. February 8, 1973 


The President today declared a major disaster for the 
State of California as a result of severe storms, high tides, 
and flooding, beginning on January 12, which caused 
extensive and widespread damage to public and private 
property. The President’s action will permit the use of 
Federal funds in relief and recovery efforts. 

In his request for a Presidential declaration, California 
Governor Ronald Reagan advised the President that esti- 
mates of damage to public facilities, homes, and business 
concerns exceeded $12 million. Federal disaster assistance 
from the President’s disaster funds will consist primarily 
of debris clearance, repairs to roads and bridges and pub- 
lic buildings damaged by flood waters. Low interest rate 
disaster loans will be made available by the Small Busi- 
ness Administration. More than 1,100 homes and 200 
businesses sustained flood damage. 

Federal relief activities in California will be coordi- 
nated by the President’s Office of Emergency Prepared- 
ness. Disaster assistance specialists from OEP’s Region 9 
(San Francisco) office have been in the area working un- 
der Robert C. Stevens, Regional Director. Mr. Stevens 


will be designated as the Federal coordinating officer to 
work with the State in providing Federal disaster assist- 
ance under Public Law 91-606.

Federal Power Commission 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate William L. 
Springer to be a Member of the Commission. 
February 9, 1973 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate William L. Springer, of Champaign, IIl., to be a 
member of the Federal Power Commission for the re- 
mainder of a term expiring June 22, 1977. He will suc- 
ceed Pinkney C. Walker, who resigned effective Decem- 
ber 31, 1973. 

Mr. Springer was elected to the 82nd Congress in 1950 
and served continuously through the 92nd Congress, as 
the Representative of Illinois’ 22nd Congressional Dis- 
trict. He was the ranking minority member of the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, vice 
chairman of the Republican Congressional Campaign 
Committee, and a member of the House Republican Pol- 
icy Committee. 

After practicing law in Champaign, Ill., from 1936 to 
1939, Mr. Springer served as State’s Attorney for Cham- 
paign County from 1940 to 1942 and as County Judge 
of Champaign County from 1946 until his election to the 
82nd Congress in 1950. 

Mr. Springer was born in Sullivan, Ind., on April 12, 
1909. He received his A.B. degree from DePauw Univer- 
sity, Greencastle, Ind., in 1931 and his LL.B. from the 
University of Illinois Law School in 1935. Mr. Springer 
served as an officer in the U.S. Navy from 1942 to 1946. 
He is a member of the Champaign County, Illinois and 
American Bar Associations and the American Judicature 
Society. 

He is married to the former Elsie Mattis, and they 
have three children. The Springers reside in Chevy Chase, 
Md.

At the direction of the President, the Director of the 
Office of Management and Budget today transmitted to 
the Congress and to the Comptroller General of the 
United States a report on budgetary reserves, in accord- 
ance with the Federal Impoundment and Information 
Act (Public Law 92-599). The report is printed in the 
Federal Register of February 6, 1973 (38 FR 3474). 

The President is today accepting with profound grati- 
tude for his contributions to the Nation and with regret 
the resignation of Walworth Barbour as United States 
Ambassador to Israel. 


The President is today accepting with deep gratitude for 
his contributions to the Administration and with regret 
the resignation of Ridgway B. Knight as United States 
Ambassador to Portugal. 

Robert J. Brown, who has resigned as Special Assistant 
to the President, paid a farewell call on the President. 

Comdr. Alexander R. Larzelere, Coast Guard Aide to 
the President, who is being reassigned to other duties, met 
with the President at the White House. 

The family of Army Col. William Nolde met with the 
President following funeral services for Colonel Nolde at 
Arlington National Cemetery. Colonel Nolde was killed 
by artillery fire in Vietnam on January 27 shortly before 
the cease-fire went into effect. 


February 6 


The Government of the United States and the Govern- 
ment of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam, on behalf 
of the Parties of the Agreement on Ending the War and 
Restoring Peace in Vietnam signed on January 27, 1973, 
have agreed to propose Paris as the site for the Interna- 
tional Conference to be convened February 26. They will 
consult on this matter with the Parties listed in Article 19 
of the Agreement. 

King Hussein of Jordan met with the President at the 
White House. 

The White House announced that, enroute to Hanoi, 
Dr. Henry A. Kissinger will visit Bangkok, Thailand on 
February 8 and 9, and Vientiane, Laos on February 9 
and 10. In Bangkok, Dr. Kissinger will meet with Prime 
Minister Thanom Kittikachorn, as well as with the U.S. 
Ambassadors to Thailand, Cambodia, South Vietnam, 
and Laos. In Vientiane, he will confer with the Prime 


Minister, Prince Souvanna Phouma, on the prospects for 
a cease-fire agreement in Laos. 


The White House announced that the following mem- 
bers of the Administration will be staying on in the sec- 
ond term: Nathaniel P. Reed, Assistant Secretary of the 
Interior for Fish and Wildlife and Parks, and Stephen 
Kurzman, Assistant Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare for Legislation.
